SVB.JECT.—Expoit of cotton handloom products {other than fabrics) to U.S-A. 

No. 9-ETC(PN)/73.—Reference Public Notice No. 27-ETCfPN)/72, dated the 25tli 
October, 1972 on the above subject. 

2- It has been decided that.— 

(i) Cotton handloom ready-made garments will be licensed freely for export to 
U.S.A, upto the 30th September, 1973, under shipping bids (accompanied 
by necessary contracts and certification documents, etc.) endorsed by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council; 

(ii) Cotton handloom durries and carpets will be licensed freely for export to U.S.A. 

till the 30th September, 1973, on shipping bills, supported by necessary con¬ 
tracts and the certification documents etc.; and 

(iii) Exports of other cotton handloom madc-ups to U.S A. will he permitted during 

the period ending the 31sl May, 1973, again-,t allocations to be made to 
exports by the Handloom F.xpoji Promotion Council, Madras. Allocations 
wiU be made only to sucuh registered exporters as have commitments for 
exports of these cotton handloom male-ups to U.S.A. during the period from 
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tho 1st February to the 31st May, 1973. There will be separate quotasll- 
lor established shippers {i.e. those who exported the made-ups m question to 
U.S.A. during the year October, 1970—^ptember, 1971. or October, 1971 
•—September, 1972) as well as for newcomers. As the quota is very limited, 
idlocatiom will be made against contracts backed by letters of credit or 
such other tenus of I'aymcnt us may be approved b> tlie Handloom Hxporl 
Promotion Council. If found necessary, (1) allocations may be made in the 
order of value per ss|. yoi'd of the goods to be exported, and only lo such 
exporters as may bo coveied vviiliin the quota, and (2) allocations for export 
below a floor price p.'r s i. yard Ito be determined by the HEPC) may not 
be made. The Exporters to whom the uilocutious are made by the Handlwjm 
Export Promotion Council, Madras, will have to give suitable unfertakings 
for exports, including, wherever nccessiuy, bank guarantees. For this pur¬ 
pose, i-onvereion of the various made-ups in terms of aq, yards will be made 
in accordance with the provisions of the Cotton Textile .'Vgreement with 
U.S.A. 

3, Applications for allocations of cotton handloom made-ups, other than icady-made 
garments and durries and carpets, should rcflrh the Handloom Export Promotion Council 
ny the I7th April. 1973. al !hc latent.
